The makers of such home appliances as refrigerators, 
washing machines and vacuum cleaners are about two 
months behind their reconversion timetable. -This means, 

_ one of the country’s biggest electrical equipment. manufact- 
urers warns, “that unless you've a relative in the appliance 
business you'll be. wise to cross these items off your Christ- 
mas gift list.” Other makers confjrm this view. 

Most_ new appliances now in ‘production are ‘essentially 
the 1942 models with some improvements. A few post-war 
products embodying new ideas: are on the assembly lines but 
generally, say appliance men, it will be next summer at the 
earliest before the majority of firms begin manufacturing 
their new lines. 

On the whole, prices of new home appliances will show 
little changé from, 1942, a Wall Street Journal survey of 
leading manufacturers indicates, On some ‘items, particular- 
ly refrigerators, this is the result of OPA action. On others, 
it is competition, Manufacturers know that even on those 
first products many buyers will be quite choosey. 

Thus, while the price picture is reasonably clear in the 
minds of manufacturers, the outlook for production is far 
from clear. Retarding the output of appliances, say the 
men who make them, is a shortage of manpower and ma- 
terials.—Wall Street Journal.
